87. The following rules are pre a 
regarding the use of the station and dis- 
tant signals together :— Bae ts:

If, how- 
ever, the points are interlocked 
with a signal and automatically 
fastened ina manner approved by 
an Inspector of Railways appointed 
under the Indian Railways Act 
(IX of 1890), they may. be passed 
over at a speed not exceeding 
twenty (20) miles per hour.
